an import tax on rubber, not to pro- 
tect the dmestic producers, since there 
are none, but to raise an estimated 
$100,000,000 of revenue.

Treasury Department indicating that, 
with rubber cxcepted, a total of about 
$100,000,000 annually could be raised 
through limited tariffs written into 
the revenue bill.

LITTLE ROCk.—A statement urging 


fulaskl county farmers to plant soy- 
beans fit once was issued Saturday by 
County Agent J. W. Sirgent of Pu- 
laskl county. Soybean serfs are cheap- 
er now than ever, he said, and the 
beans are adapted to any soil within 
the county. MrV Sargent stressed the 
economy of raising soybeans, and thtilr 
value to the soil. 


His statement follows: 
"There never was a better time to 


start growing soybeans than now. The 
seeds are the cheapest we have ever 
seen. Beans can be planted broadcast 
with three pecks to a bushel per'acre 
at the cost of less than $1.50 for the 
seed. Soybeans are adapted to any soil 
in Pulaskl county. Liming is not nec- 
esEary. Soybeans produces hay unex- 
celled in quality for feeding Of dairy 
cattle or other livestock. 


"If the hay is cut before the leaves 


shatter it's protein valeu Is higher 
than that of Ifalfa. Any ordinary soil 
will produce a ton or better of hay 
per acre and at the same time if the 
seeds have been incfculfited the land 
will be In better condition for this 
crop having been grown on it. If the 
seeds are drilled in rows a peck of 
seed per acre will furnish a good 
stand. The crop will be sufficently 
matured to cut for hay before danger 
of frost and in fact should be harvest- 
ed before cotton picking season be- 
gins in earnest. 


"Soybean hay; is easier to cure and 


handle than cowpeas. If for any rea- 
fon the crop should not be harvested 
it may be pastured and a good return 
will be gotten out of it in this manner.

—the unique federal building at Tex- 
arkana, of both states. 


Within the fortnight, construction 


will start on the 5790,000 post office 
With the state line running through 
its center, where it one window the 
postmark reads Ark. and at its neigh, 
bor window, Tex. It will replace an 
olo.' red brick structure that stood 
there fifty years. 


To Representative Effigene Wingo, 


Democrat, of Arkansas, that modern 
builduig will symbolize a task com- 
pleted—her finishing of her husband's 
18-year-old Congrsesional career by 
rounding out the score and complet- 
ing the endeavors that were nearest 
to his heart. 


The Texarkana 
Federal building 


headed the list. Representative Otis 
Wingo had worked for it for many 
years, co-operating with representa- 
tives from Texas in untying all the 
tangles that arise when interests of 
two different cities of two different 
states are involved. 


Those who worked with Mrs. Win- 
jo on the final plans, completed only 
five weeks ago, credit her with the 
inclusion in the specifications that the 
native stones of the two states must 
be welded in a structure that marks 
not merely the welding of two states, 
but the welding of two nations. 


Texarkana was a gateway when 


Texas was a republic. It was also 
Mrs. Wingo's childhood home and she 
grew, up hearing its frontier lore, and 
its Civil war tales that include the 
tradition that in Texarkana lived Si- 
mon Legree, of "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 
Her children are the fifth generation 
in Arkansas, her great grandmother 
having settled there in 1835. 


She drew on a paper the imaginary 


line that runs through the Texarkana 
Union station with the fourth largest 
mail terminal in the world and on 
through the federal building site. 


"On the Texas side will be the Fed- 


eral court for Texas," she said. "And 
on the Arkansas side the Federal court 
for Arkansas. And, there will, be a 
solid wall between te keep the prison, 
ers from escaping from one state into 
the other." 


Legislatively, Mrs. Wingo's part of 


the task was to help rectify an error 
which nearly lost the project after 
her husband's years of labor appar- 
ently had gained success. 


"He got the word that the bill had 


gone tHrbugh just thirty minutes be- 
fore he underwent the first operation 
that was made in the effort. to save his 
life," she said. "It made him Very 
happy." 


"'But by some error, the words 'the 


building were left out of the legisla- 
tion and so there was no auth'ority to 
build it. I simply held my breath al- 
though the final day's session of the 
last Congress for fear -the proper au- 
thorization couldn't get through in 
that mass of legislation they were try- 
ing 'to pass at the last minute. But at 
11 o'clock on the night of March 3rd, 
announcement was made in the House 
that it had passed the Senate."

Cotton Seed Meal 
As Poultry Ration 


Proves Satisfactory Sup- 
plement in Feeding Hens 


for Egg Production 


For the production of eggs that are 


to be consumed at home, cottonseed 
meal has been found to bs a satisfac- 
tory supplement an the poultry ration; 
states G. • W. Knox, Jr., Extension 
poultryman, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture/ 


There are several arguments for 


cottonseed meal, namely, it is easy to 
get; it is cheap, and it yields the eggs. 


Commercial producers should not 


consider cottonseed meal as a pro- 
tein supplement, since eggs from hens 
that are fed a ration containing more 
than 7 per cent cottonsed meal will 
hot stand' up in storage. But f6r fresh 
egg consumption it is satisfactory. 


Cottonseed meal is deficient In min- 


erals and must be supplemented with 
bone meal, if the best use of it is to 
be secured. The following ration may 
be used: 100 pounds corn meal. 100 
rounds wheat shorts, 100 pounds wheat 
bran, 100 pound's cottonseed meal. 20 
pounds bone meal, and 4 pounds salt. 


This ration should be mixed thor- 


ouhgly and kept before the hens con- 
stantly. 


A scratch feed of corn can be given 


the hens just before night, giving 
them all they will clean up. 


Oyster shell should be kept before 


them. Water is cheap, give your birds 
lots of it. 


Green feed is a valuable supplement 


to this ration.
